STATESMEN AND HUMOK. 


I talk about the feet very often be- 


cause 1 havp never really decided 
which js more necessary to you, you; 
head or your feet. 


However whether you want to do 


so or not, you hare to use your feel 
every day, whereas sometimes you 
"don't use your head'* at all; at least 
that what'* you think, about it after- 
wai ds. 


A well known Boston orthopedic 


specialist tells us, that a visitor from 
Chile stood aghaet at the number of 
foot cases that came Into the hosyi 
tal* every clay. Fallen arches, bun 
ion* and corns, and. various forms ol' 
•train, would run Into the hundreds 
dally in our larger cities. 


In Chile, foot trouble was almost 


unknown, because the shoe makers 
there have the man or woman stand 
with his full weight upon his feet, 
and they draw a line around the feet, 
and make shoe* to fit this pattern. 


Now you and I would not like to 


hare to wear shoes made after this 
generous pattern, but the underlying 
irlnclple there IE correct. 


The feet are always the same 


shape, and why we should try tu 
make our feet conform to any passing 
ashion is really a reflection upon our 
ntelllgence. 


However our shoe manufacturers 


re alive to the growing demand foi 
'sensible'' shoes, and practically all 
o( them hare certain lines, that cou 
form to the generally accepted defini- 
tion of a. properly designed shoe. 


The sole and the upper, arc made 


of serviceable but flexible leather, so 
thai the muscles of the foot can func- 
tion. The heel is not too lilgh, be- 
cause the high heel throws the weight 
ot the body forward upon the front 
arch or toe*.

So the Hessians, covered by a heavy 


artillery fire, advanced In two columns 
to attack the outworks of the fort. 
After pouring in a galling firs, 
Greene's Rhode Islanders retired to 
the main works where they concealed 
themselves to give the attackers the 
idea that the post "was poorly gar- 
risoned. When the enemy poured 
through a breach which they had 
made In the north redoubt, they gav« 
a -great cheer as though th» victory 
was already won. 


Just at that moment a concealed 


battery was unmasked and accompa- 
nied by a heavy musketry fire It 
poured out a blast of death upon the 
Teutons. The attackers reeled b»cfe. 
On the south side of the fort Count 
Donop, leading bis men In person, 
went down mortally wounded. His 
second in command was also stricken. 
and. although the next in command 
tried hard to lead his men on. the 
stubborn resistance of the Rhode Is- 
landers and their destructive flre had 
broken the spirit of the Hessians who 
retreated precipitately. 


In this brief battle the enemy lost 


more than 400 men. The American 
loss was only eight killed and twenty- 
nine wounded! This brilliant defense 
brought a thrill of hope to the coun- 
try In one of the darkest days of the 
Revolution and congress recognized 
the-achievement of Colonel Greene by 
passing him a vote «f thanks and pre- 
senting him a sword as a testimonial 
of distinguished merit
